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Hutchinson River Parkway has brought new importance to 
this district. The central section east and west of Eastern 
Boulevard contains attractive two-story houses of brick, 
frame and stucco with a sprinkling of apartment houses. 
The territory bordering Long Island Sound has been de- 
veloped with numerous attractive one-family brick dwell- 
ings. Principal retail outlets are found on East Tremont and 
Westchester Avenues, and Eastern Boulevard.
